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Applicant's arguments with regard to the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 have 
been fully considered, but they are not deemed to be persuasive for at least the 
following reasons. 

The applicant argues that the AIN layer is not a heat-radiating layer. Moslehi 
clearly discloses the layer is highly thermal conductive, and the examiner points out that 
the material is the same of that of the applicants "heat radiating layer", namely AIN. The 
examiner notes that heat-radiating effects of the aluminum nitride is an intrinsic material 
property of the aluminum nitride, and thus the aluminum nitride layer of Moslehi as 
incorporated into Chiang et al. would have acted as both a passivation layer and a heat 
radiating layer. 

Finally, in regards to the claimed thickness of the aluminum nitride layer, the 
examiner notes that the aluminum nitride layer is disclosed to be formed to a thickness 
of 50 to 300 angstroms (see column 14, lines 17-23) which is overlaps the range of the 
claimed range of approximately 100 angstroms to approximately 1000 angstroms. The 
claim language of "comprising" does not preclude additional layers being formed. 
Further, the examiner notes that the specification contains no disclosure of either the 
critical nature of the claimed thickness or any unexpected results arising therefrom. 
Where patentability is said to be based upon a particular chosen thickness or upon 
another variable recited in a claim, the Applicant must show that the chosen thickness is 
critical. In re Woodruf . 919 F.2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
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
